any one of which fhall be able to put avew Face 
upon an Action.. Hence it is that Lawgivers can 
feldom frame a Law, which fhall admir of no 
Exception; and yet notwithftanding , proceed 
with more fecurity and benefit to the Publick in 


the ufe of general Words, as knowing that when 


exceptionable Cafes do happen, they are more 
fafely and eafily determinable by the unwritren Law 
of Reafon. And therefore under {uch neceilary
